Many in 
the large class have not finished' 
their pieces, but the exhibit of 
work in the prize competition is. 
most wonderful. 
Very few of the ladies competing 
have ever done any work of the 
kind before, but under the inspira­ 
tion of Mrs. Human’s quiet pei/- 
sonality and of the beautiful com­ 
menced pieces, executed by 
the 
finest skilled embroiderers of the 
east, they have wrought exquisite­ 
ly and copied nature to a remark­ 
able degree. 
Miss Kate Castle’s eastern pop­ 
pies show the rich red shading in 
the center and give a depth to the 
blossoms which makes one almost 
feel as if they were peering into 
the real flowers. 
A ll that Mrs. John Cunning­ 
ham’s American Beauty roses seem 
to lack is the fragrance, and the 
blown petals falling on the exqui­ 
site Battenberg border, give one 
the impulse to pick them up. 
One is also tempted to appro­ 
priate a rose or bud from Mrs. F . 
B. 
Parker’s American Beauties, 
they are so true to nature. 
The old favorite, the moss rose,

Randolph’s selection, 
and the way those mossy stems 
and shaded leaves stand out is 
wonderful, as each rose rises from 
its mossy calyx perfect.

Mr. Kahrs was convinced that 
ore could be found on his farm and 
br months gave all his spare time 
to prospecting. 
Late one evening 
le found evidence of mineral, and 
he next morning, 
after 
going 
down but a few feet, found some 
ine specimens of mineral. 
Later, 
be found a large deposit of lead, 
ack, zinc, copper and magnesia, 
and since then, working at 
his 
eisure, he has taken out many hun­ 
dred pounds of rich ore, although 
le has worked to a depth of only 
fifteen feet. 
Owing to the surface caving and 
finding a strong stream of water, 
he has been compelled to “ crib” 
the shaft, which he is n o w doing. 
Mr. Kahrs has given much study 
to geology and mineralogy, and 
says he is confident that at some 
time theie has been a volcanic 
eruption at the spot he has struck , 
that the specimens he is now find­ 
ing have been thrown off from the 
main body of ore, and that he will 
find it by going down, which he 
will do.

Nor is he alone :n his beliei, as 
expert miners from Galma, after 
carefully examining his mine and 
its output, have tried to secure a 
lease on the p r e m i s e s , which he has 
refused, although flattering offers 


were made him. 
Of the many mines now being

Benton 
and 
Morgan counties, 
none are more 
promising than the Kahtb mine. 
A quantity of the ore taken from 
the.mine is now on exhibition in 
the’ 
DEMOCRAT counting room. 
Dr. Kernodle has leases on dif­ 
ferent tracts of land in the Kahrs 
neighborhood, several of which he 
hat prospected with flattering re- 
sults.

already made some very encourag- , 
ing discoveries.

are finding some rich ore, and are 
much encouraged over their pros­ 
pect. 
They are down twenty- 
seven feet and are passing through 
a strata of solid rock, and each 
blast throws out fine specimens of 
mineral. 
The finding of mineral in vari­ 
ous portions of this county is an­ 
other evidence that 
a 
smelter 
should be erected in Sedalia.

HAD A CLOSE CALL. 


Transport That Was Simply a 
CoflBn Ship. 


BAILED WATER 1 2 DAYS. 


steamer Had Neither Sufflcient Pro- 
visions for Troops Nor Enough 
Crew to Handle Her. 


The transport Manauense, with 
Lieut. -Col. W ebb Hayes and three 
companies of the Thirty-first in­ 
fantry on board, 
has arrived at 
Manila, but she narrowly escaped 
disaster. 
The officers and 
soldiers were 
for 12 days bailing with buckets. 
The steamer was unseaworthy, 
undermanned and 
short 
of pro­ 
visions. 
H er engines 
broke down and 
she rolled three days in a typhoon. 
W hen the Manaunse 
anchored 
in Manila bay Tuesday morning, 
thirty-three days from San Fran­ 
cisco, 
there were several feet of 
water in her hold, and four hun­ 
dred grimy, greasy, hungr}% ex­ 
hausted 
soldiers 
and sailors had 
been 
passing 
buckets 
of 
water 
since N ov. 17, night and day. 
First Assistant Engineer Dun- 
leavy was under arrest, 
and ac­ 
cording to Col. Webb H ays’ offi­ 
cial report, 
the 
chief engineer 
would also have been under arrest 
if there had been anyone to re­ 
place him. 
The colonel’s report also declares 
that the captain of the vessel told 
him that the only thing which car­ 
ried them through was 
the fact 
that the men were greenhorns and 
failed to realize their danger, while 
experienced seamen would have de­ 
serted the ship and taken to the 
boats in mid-ocean. 
The Manauense is a chartered 
ship, flying the British flag. 
She 
beloxigs to a firm of which Senator 
Perkins, of San Francisco, is al­ 
leged to be a junior member. . 
The 
officers say the firm bought her for 
$45, 000, 
and 
they 
claim efforts 
were made to sell to the govern­ 
ment for $450, 000. 
She 
started 
fronf San Francisco, accompanied 
by the transport Pekin, which car­ 
ried the remainder of the regiment, 
and encountered heavy seas to H on­ 
olulu without accident. 
A fter starting it developed that 
she was undermanned, and soldieri 
had to be detailed to act as fire­ 
men, coal passers and waiters, and 
to do other work. 
Before reach­ 
ing Honolulu the crew concluded 
that the ship was not safe, and the 
majority agreed to desert. Though 
they were closely watched, many 
of the crew succeeded in getting 
away and the Manauense left Hon­ 
olulu with less than half her crew. 
The captain of the transport on 
Nov. 17 told Col. Hayes that the 
vessel had sprung a leak, and an 
investigation 
resulted 
in finding 
several feet of water in her hold. 
The steam pumps were tried, but 
failed to work, and there were no 
hand pumps on board. 
However, 46 buckets were found, 
others were improvised, and the 
soldiers not employed in working 
the ship were organized into five 
shifts, and stripped and forming 
lines, they began bailing, the offi­ 
cers working with the men, pass­ 
ing the buckets, which were sent 
up to the deck by a windlass. The 
longest time a shift 
could stand 
was 
two hours, and, often, the 
period was not longer than half an 
hour. 
The bailing continued until 
the ship anchored here. 
The same day the leak was dis­ 
covered the 
machinery collapsed 
and the electric lighting plant and 
evaporating, 
distilling 
and 
re­ 
frigerating 
apparatus 
failed 
to

There were no lamps and 
the few candles found were ex­ 
hausted after a few days.

Manauense was in utter darkness 
at night. 
She had been rolling in 
heavy seas all the way, but Nov. 
22 she encountered a typhoon and* 
pitched and tossed alarmingly.
